Telephone numbers of Kazakh SSR Koreans were listed in the directory with 
Soviet embassy personnel,, as were thoso of the Soviot advisers* On lasts 
for distribution of scarce merchandise used by Churin and Company,*^;-** the 
names of Kazakh SSR Koreans were included without differentiation with the 
embassy names* An instance of the position of these Koreans with relation 
to the Soviets is given as follows: when the Soviet forces withdrew from 
North Korea in the summer of 1948, Churin and Company opened a bakery* Since 
bread ration cards were not ready in tine, the bakery for temporary use in 
the distribution of bread received a list of "embassy employees" who were to 
receive rations* This included all the Kazakh SSR Koreans and their ad- 
visers* vihen the ration cards wore supplied a few days later, the Soviet 
embassy requested the return of the list, but the girl in charge of bread 
distribution had mislaid it* The manager of Churin and Company was im- 
mediately ordered to the embassy and warned that unless the list was returned 
instantly the girl would be court martialed* The list turned up shortly and 
was delivered to the embassy before any action was taken* 

It was quite noticeable in Pyongyang that all the Kazakh SSR Korean ministers 
and vice-ministers had late-model American sedans imported from llong Kong for 
their use, while native Korean officials of equal or even higher rank con- 
tinued to use battered pre-VJorld War II cars* 

All advisers of North Korean ministries reported to the Soviet embassy every 
morning before proceeding to their respective office
